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REMARKS 

The OjSice Action mailed May 4> 2004 has been reviewed aod carefully 

considered. 

At fhe outset, applicant acknowledges the Examiner's indication of 
allowable subject matter in the present application. Specifically, claim 9 is allowed, claims 
3-8 have been objected to as being dependent q)on rejected base clainos^ Claims 10-15 
would be allowable if re-written to overcome the 35 USC §112, second paiagrsq>h. 

Claims 1,3 and 10 have been amended. Claims 1 and 3-15 are pending in 
this application. 

Reconsideration of the above-identified application, as herein amended and 
in view of the following rematks, is respectfiiUy requested. 

Claims 10-15 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim fhe subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. In particular, the dependency of claim 
10 was to itself, ^plicant has amended claim 10 to depend from claim 9» Withdrawal 
of the rejection is respectfiilly requested. 

Claim 1 has been rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goldfarb et al. Claim 1 has been amended to include the retractable foot clip. Goldfarb 
et al. does not disclose or suggest this feature of ^plicants invention. Withdrawal of the 
rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 and 2 have bete rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
antipatcd by Great Britain Patent Publication No. 2130495. In particular, die Examiner 
points to a '"retractable olq> 1(B): of the '495 patent. Applicant respectfiilly disagrees 
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with the Examiner on fhis point. The '495 patent at page 2, column 1, lines 56-59 clearly 
recites a ''step IB'' which the toy figure rests upon. There is no disclosure or suggestion 
by the 495 patent to include retractable clips in the feet of the action figure to rdeasably 
secure tibie action figures's feet to a step or other part of the vehicle. As 8uch» the '495 
cannot anticipate applicant's claimed invention. Withdrawal of the rejection and early 
allowance on the merits is lespectfUlly requested.

claims 1 and 3-15 be allowed, and diat die case proceed to early issuance of Letters Patent in 
due course.
